The invention of group I recites a method that comprises two separate steps by applying 
to the keratin fibers firstly an aqueous composition comprising salts of organic or inorganic acids 
and subsequently a dyeing composition that comprises anionic direct dyes.

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
